. Muhammad Ali presents an awesome 
sight as the camera catches him during a 
karate workout. Ali, who is wearing 
special karate gloves and boots, has been 
receiving instructions from an eighth- 
degree karate black belt from Korea 
which adds credence to the rumor that Ali 
may pursue a professional wrestling 
career after his boxing days are over. 
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Numerous fight fans, both boxing and wrestling, have wondered 


why world heavyweight boxing champion Muhammad Ali ever agreed 
to a mixed match with Japanese wrestling star Antonio Inoki. 


Of course, the six million best rea- 
sons for the bout was the size of the 
purse given Ali for this special event 
which was seen around the world via 
closed-circuit television. 


Then, there is Ali's insatiable ego 
as Muhammad obviously wanted to 
prove he was indeed king of the ring 
before hanging up his gloves at the end 
of the year. 





The esteem in which Ali is held by his legions of fans is

However, there may have been 
an even more important reason for Ali 
agreeing to meet a matman, particu- 
larly one of the stature of Inoki, who 
is one of the brightest stars in the cur- 
rent galaxy of grappling greats. 


Ali may have used the Inoki match 
as a test to see if he could match his 
strength and skill against a wrestler 
with an eye towards a possible career

With Ali one has to expect the un- 
expected and giving up the boxing 
business for the grappling game would 
certainly shock the sports world. 


Yet, the impossible has become 


commonplace for Ali during his ring 
career, 


When Ali refused induction into the 
United States Army in April, 1967, 
he was stripped of his title by various 
boxing bodies and forced into a three- 
year ‘exile’ from the ring. 


MIXED 
MATCH 
STEPPING 
STONE 
TO MAT 
CAREER ? 


When the highest court in the United 
States reversed Ali’s five-year prison 
term by a unanimous decision and 
Muhammad announced plans to resume 
his ring career after three years and 
eight months, the critics scoffed, “He 
can’t come back.” Boxing history sup- 
ported this theory as few fighters 
have been able to regain their former 
skills after a lengthy absence from the 
ring. 

Yet, Ali not only came back but 
also regained his heavyweight title 
with a stunning eighth-round knock- 
out of George Foreman, who up until 
then, had an aura of invincibility about 
him. 

Since his return to the boxing 
ring, Ali has compiled a 23-2 ring 
record which upped his overall mark 
to 52-2. 

Before Ali came upon the boxing 
scene, million dollar purses were un- 
heard of. Yet, Ali alone has collected 
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sius Clay, who was like a breath of 

spring to the boxing business. An 1 
Olympic gold medalist, Ali gained | 
attention with his pugilistic predic- 
tions like: 

For former  light-heavyweight 
champion Archie Moore. 

“Archie has been living off the fat of 
the land, 

But I’m here to give him his pension 
plan. 

When you come to the fight don't 
block aisle or door, 

'Cause y'all going home after round 
four!" 

Before his first fight with Liston: 
"Sonny Liston is great, 

But he'll fall in eight." 

Ali later admitted that he got this 
idea for creating publicity from one 
of the all-time grappling greats Gor- 
geous George. 

George, who was born George Ray- 
mond Wagner in Seward, Neb., in 
1915, and became the biggest name 
in the wrestling world in the late 
1940s and throughout the 50s because 
of a great gimmick. 

First, George's valet — in the early 
days a male but in the latter years his 
wife Cherie — would walk down the 
aisle with great dignity carrying a 
silver-plated tray which held a mir- 
ror, tiny carpet and a fancy flit-gun 
full of perfume-scented disinfectant.

Although Ali has his detractors, 
few fight fans will dispute that Mu- 
hammad has been the savior of the 
sport in recent years. 


After Rocky Marciano retired as 
undefeated heavyweight champion, 
Floyd Patterson, Ingemar Johansson 
and Charles ‘Sonny’ Liston laid claim 
to the most prized possession in 
sports. Yet, all three failed to capture 
the imagination of the boxing public. 


Patterson’s penchant for being 
knocked down kept him from gaining 
acceptance as a great champion; 
Johansson proved to be a flash in the 
pan, and the sombre Liston with his 
prison background did little to boost 
boxing’s image.

The one and only, original Gorgeous George made a big impression on a young Ali, who 
stole a page from George’s script with his pugilistic poetry and other antics. 
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costing as much as $1,900. George 
would wipe his dainty white shoes on 
the carpet while his valet removed 
the spun-gold hairnet so the audience 
could admire his shoulder-length blond 
locks. 


When it came time for the pre-fight 
ritual when the referee ran his hands 
down the wrestlers’ bodies to check 





for grease, George insisted that the 
official's hands be sprayed before the 
examination could take place. 


George kept his hair in place with 
gold-plated *Georgie' pins, and had his 
fans repeat the oath, “I solemnly 
swear and promise I will never con- 
fuse this gold Georgie pin with a 
common, ordinary bobby pin, so help 
me Gorgeous George." 


Gorgeous George became a house- 
hold word as wrestling became the 
biggest thing on television. In fact. 
Wagner had his name legally changed 
to Gorgeous George in a Los Angeles 
court in 1950. 


Although he was despised by the 
majority of the wrestling fans be- 
cause of his villainous tactics — George 
wasn't above having his valet use the 
tray and spray gun in coming to his 
assistance — he was truly the 'Toast 
of The Coast.’ 


Top comedians like Bob Hope, 
Eddie Cantor and Red Skelton made it 
a point to include Gorgeous George 
jokes in their scripts. 


George even made a very forget- 
table film, Alias The Champ, in 1949, 
and was the subject of several songs, 
none of which made the hit parade, 
with lyrics like: 


“He has an armful of muscle and a 
head full of curls, 

He wrestles with fellows and thrills 
all the girls. 

A two-ton truck with velvet sheen, 
Gorgeous George is the man I mean. 
He has a chest like a mountain and a 
face like a dream, 

He starts women swooning and makes 
men scream." 


Little wonder, the impressionable 
young Ali was inspired by George. It 
helped that Ali was one of the greatest 
gloved gladiators of all time, but 
stealing a page from Gorgeous George’s 
script certainly didn’t hurt Muham- 
mad’s rapid climb up the heavyweight 
ladder. 


Few pugilists have made the transi- 
tion from boxing to wrestling with 
much success. 


Paul Berlenbach was an amateur 
wrestling star before turning to boxing 
and reached the light-heavyweight 
heights as world champion from May 
30, 1925, until July 16, 1926. How-

1959. Hodge then gave pro wrestling 
a try and enjoyed considerable success 
as a junior heavyweight champion.

Carnera was 40 years old when he 
debuted as a matman in 1946; Louis 
was 42 when he gave grappling a brief 
whirl.

One of the most famous feuds was 
between the hillbilly families, the Hat- 
fields and McCoys. 

Although feud is rarely used with 
individuals, no other word can describe 
the bitter feelings between two of the 
top pro wrestling stars today, Pat Pat- 
terson and Don Muraco. 

Muraco contends that he is a bet- 
ter wrestler and better looking than 
his arch-rival Patterson, a former 


United States heavy weight champion. 
“That stupid bleached blond is al- 
ways poking his nose where it doesn't 
belong. One time when I was teamed 
up with Pedro Morales we could have 
beaten the Masked Invaders, but Pat- 
terson had to charge into the ring and 
interfere with the bout. I never needed 
Patterson's help then and never will. 
I just welcome every opportunity 
I get to prove that I'm really the bet- 
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ter man,” said Muraco. 

“Although Muraco has given me 
some of my toughest battles, I hold 
a slight edge over him in our past mat 
wars. Muraco has got a lot to learn 
about wrestling and I enjoy teaching 
him a lesson,” replied Patterson. 

Promoter Johnny Miller recently 
brought Muraco and Patterson to- 
gether in Modesto, Calif., and the 
result was one of the most thrilling, 
bloody bouts ever seen in Modesto 
mat circles, 

In most wrestling matches, the 
grapplers start slowly, loosening up 
and feeling each other out, but such 
wasn’t the case with Muraco and Pat- 
terson. 

Patterson got the upper hand in the 
early going as he went to work on 
Muraco’s left leg and only Don’s 
courage and hatred for Patterson kept 
him from giving up. 

The former U.S. champion, Patter- 
son continued his assault on Muraco, 
using leg locks, an airplane spin and 
flying kneedrop. 

Figuring he had his opponent on 
the ropes, Patterson was ready to 
move in for the kill when Muraco 
latched on to Patterson’s blond locks 
and proceeded to toss his arch-rival 
out of the ring. 

Don didn’t stop there as he jumped 
out of the ring and rammed Patterson’s

Well I 
promise my fans that Ull get rid of this stud, so that my good friend 
Dick the Bruiser won't have to bother with this big mouth." 

The two interviews were rough spoken, but the match was even 
rougher. After both Ladd and Ellis had entered the ring. Ladd 
made several attempts to remove his red velvet crown, but each time 
the fans prevented him from doing so by screaming and booing.

If a young, single girl wants to see the world, she has several choices 
— marry a jet-setter, join the armed forces, become an international 
model or stewardess, or become a world-famous professional wrestler. 


- Monique Mathewson has already 
seen many parts of the world. *I was 
what they commonly called an army 
‘Brat’ in that my father was in the 
United States Army. Since he was 
transferred several times, I got to do a 
lot of travelling in Europe and the 
Far East. However, I was too young 
to really enjoy it." 

“That’s one reason I got into 
modelling as I figured this would give 
me an opportunity to travel and see 
the things that I missed or didn't 
understand as a child." 

"Unfortunately, I find the model- 
ling schedule very restrictive in that 
Im constantly on the go from one 
place to another and seldom get to 
see the cities that I've visited like 
Paris and Rome. I guess I shoudn't 
complain, there are probably a lot 
of girls who would be more than 
happy to trade places with me," she 
said with a coy smile. 

Monique has been a long-time 
wrestling fan. *'It's a truly internation- 
al sport and my father was a big fan 
so I got an early taste of it. At first, 
I didn't like the sport because of all 
the violence but as I grew older I 
began to realize how much skill and 
science is involved in becoming a 
top-notch professional wrestler.”’ 

Since, it’s absolutely necessary that 
models stay in the best of shape — 
although it’s difficult to see how any- 
‘one could find anything wrong with 
Monique’s shape — Miss Mathewson 
occasionally has to pay a visit to a 
gymnasium to work off the extra 
pounds she sometimes accumulates 
during a break in her modelling 
schedule. 


“I was at a gym in California and . 


I saw a couple of girls wrestling in the 
ring. I thought they were just doing 
it for fun, and was really surprised 
when one of the other observers 
pointed out that they were members 


of one of the many amateur wrestling 
clubs for women which have sprung 
up recently throughout the U.S.A. 

“My curiosity got the best of me 
and we sat down and had a long chat 
about wrestling for women," ex- 
plained Monique. 

It wasn't long before Monique took 
an active interest in the sport — “I’m 
just a beginner, but I'm very enthu- 
siastic," explains the shapely blonde — 
but others who have seen Miss Mathew- 
son in the ring feel she has the po- 
tential to make the grade as a profes- 
sional grappler if she so desires. 

"Naturally, I couldn't combine a 
pro wrestling career with modelling, 
but I must admit that the thought of 
being a wrestler, particularly a pro- 
fessional, does appeal to me. 

“I understand Mildred Burke runs a 
school for girls who want to be wrest- 
lers. Who knows? Perhaps when I'm 
ready to quit modelling and give pro 
wrestling a fling, I'll go and see what 
she could do for me.

years back. Nick Bockwinkel has 
surpassed the hatred vented 
towards Ivan Koloff, the Russian 
Bear, as was exemplified by the fact 
that Koloff was the crowd favorite 
against Bockwinkel, both in a 
singles match and in a tag bout with 
the Big K against Bockwinkel and 
Ray Stevens. And even those hated 
“Texas Outlaws,” Dirty Dusty 
Rhodes and Dirty Dick Murdoch, 
had the crowd in a gleeful uproar 
while they pounded Bockwinkel. 

What is it, then, that can cause 
fans to turn off resentment and turn 
on affection for those wrestlers 
they once despised, when those 
grapplers tangle with Nick Bock- 
winkel? What is it that makes Nick 
Bockwinkel the most hated wrestler 
in the AWA today? 

The reasons in this case are dif- 
ferentiated from why a wrestling 
fan ordinarily feels seething resent- 
ment toward a grappler. In most 
cases, wrestling villainry is cut- 
and-dried. Your villain is generally 
a loud, vicious mauler who shouts 
his stuff on televised interviews as 
well as he dishes it out at the local 
arena. But Nick Bockwinkel is the 
black sheep of wrestling villains. 
He is not loud in his interviews, he 
does not have the image of an 
uneducated maniac, just itching to 
break someone's skull. On the con- 
trary, Bockwinkel, a college 
graduate (from UCLA with a 
degree in marketing and trade), 
comes on that way in his in- 
terviews. He is soft-spoken and ar- 
ticulate, preferring thousand-dollar 
words to ifs and duhs. He lays facts 
on the line in such a manner as if to 


say, “Here is the way things are, 
dummies — swallow it." Wrestling 
fans, as a lot, apparently don't want 
that thrown at them. Whether 
Bockwinkel speaks truth is not im- 
portant, apparently — what is im- 
portant is that the fans' heroes wipe 
the smile off his face, the terseness 
from his words, and make Bock- 
winkel eat his superior vocabulary. 
This is what pleases wrestling fans. 
This is what they pay to see. This is 
why Bockwinkel is the most 
despised grappler in the Min- 
neapolis-Denver-Winnipeg circuit. 
How does Nick the man feel about 
the excessive violence of wrestling 
fans, more specifically when it is 
vented towards him in particular? 


“The violence that exists in 
wrestling fans is basically the 
violence that is within all of us," 
Nick mused. “Living in a world 
that is half-animalistic and un- 
derstanding the human by being a 
human, | would say that I respect 
the fans’ violence more than I fear 
it." ١ v 

Asked to elaborate, Nick con- 
tinued, “Once you fear something, 
you are no longer in control. If you 
understand it, and respect it, then 
you have it together and you are in 
control." 


Then Nick realizes that he is 
powerless against such a strong 
force? 


“At the same time," he noted, “I 
will do everything in my power to 
keep it respecting me as well." 

Being one-half of a world tag

I was at the wrestling convention 
in Atlanta, Ga., and last year at the 
three-day convention in Boston, Mass., 
I was voted 'Wrestling Fan Of The 
Year' and received an award.

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I was a professional wrestler back 
when Gotch, Stecher, Caddock, Lewis 
and Zbyszco were wrestling.

~ jumping up and kicking someone in 
. - the face or chest, no eye-gouging, no 
hitting with the elbow, forearm or 
side of the fist. There was no jabbing 
someone in the throat with the fingers. 


I go to all the exhibitions at the Ha- 
ra Arena in Dayton, Ohio. There is 
very seldom a wrestling match. I like 
to see scientific matches. I do not like 
the practice of having a good guy and 
a bad guy. 


I do not like to hear people shout 
at the wrestlers. When I go, I sit in my 
seat and keep my mouth shut. I watch 
the exhibitions and go home.

grappling greats like Mazurki and for- 
mer California Wrestling Commissioner 
Everett Sanders who have donated 
historical collections of trophies, belts 
and films. 

Oil paintings of many of the grap- 
pling greats will hang on the walls 
of the newest sports Hall. 

The wrestling Hall of Fame has a 
long way to go before it will enjoy 
equal status with the baseball Hall 
in Cooperstown, N.Y., or gridiron 
Hall in Canton, Ohio. However, the 
opening of a Hall as a tribute to the 
grappling greats of the past and pre- 
sent is certainly a step in the right 
direction, and the location certainly 
can't be faulted as Hollywood already 
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attracts a big tourist trade and the 
site of the wrestling shrine will make it 
an even more popular place to visit. 





One way to start an argument any- 
where is to simply try and select the 
10 all-time best performers in any 
field of activity. 

Here's how one of our staff writers, 
Jess Hernandez, rates the top 10 wrest- 








lers of all time with a thumbnail 
sketch of each: 

1. Frank Gotch — Born in Hum- 
boldt, Iowa, in 1878, Gotch enjoyed 
two reigns as world heavyweight 
champion, defeating Tom Jenkins in 
Bellingham, Wash., in 1904, regaining 
it from George Hackenschmidt in 
Chicago in 1908. Gotch retired in 
1913 and died of uremic poisoning 
four years later. 

2. Ed ‘Strangler’ Lewis -- His real 
name was Robert Friedrich and the 
native of Nekoosa, Wis., held the 
world heavyweight title or some ver- 
sion of it no less than five times. 
Lewis made and spent many fortunes 
before he died at the age of 76 in Mus- 
kogee, Okla., on Aug. 1966, after 
being blind and poor for the last 
few years of his life. 


3. Jim Londos — Born in Greece 
but reared in the San Francisco area, 
Londos, whose real name was Chris- 
topher Theophelus, became a great 
grappler despite his small stature (5- 
foot-10, 200 pounds). Londos laid 
claim to the heavyweight title by 
beating Dick Shikat in 1930, strength- 
ened the claim with a win over Jim 
Browning in 1934, then lost it to Dan- 
no O'Mahoney in 1935. Londos lost 
14 straight matches to ‘Strangler’ 
Lewis before finally beating Lewis 
before a crowd of 35,265 at Chicago’s 
Wrigley Field in 1934. Death, by heart 
attack, claimed Londos at the age of 
83 on Aug. 20, 1975. 

4. Stan Zbyszko — A native of 
Poland, his real name was Stanislaus 
Cyganiewicz, Zybszko made his Ame- 
rican debut in 1909. When he lost to 
Gotch in 1910 in Chicago, Zybyszko’s

reported 954-bout winning streak 
was snapped. Stan claimed the world 
heavyweight title twice, defeating 
‘Strangler’ Lewis in 1922 and Wayne 
Munn in 1925. He retired in 1935, 
tried a brief comeback four years 
later, and died at the age of 88 in 
1967 in Missouri.
